4. Yamamoto, not prior art, discloses the use of a cany function. Vories 5,5 17,869, not 
prior art, does not claim a hydrostatic altimeter with leap frogging means as herein. The other 
references cited in the parent application have also been considered. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Anderson, Marathe and Bleckmann show the use of carry functions or leap frogging 
in numerical registers but not in hydrostatic altimeters or in any sort of distance measuring system. 
The other references show hydrostatic altimeters or distance measuring systems but do not show 
a means for accumulating numerical values while leap frogging in combination with other 
elements as set forth in claim 1 herein. 

6. Claims 1-2 have been allowed. 

7. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art of 
record showed or would have made obvious a hydrostatic altimeter comprising a means for 
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accumulating numerical values while leap frogging a base member and a measurement member 
over a selected path in combination with other elements as set forth in claim 1.
